Ohina agrees to sign immediately 
fractional gold bonds, expressing the 
amounts due to each country in the 
coinage Of that country. These bonds 
will replace one for 450,000,000 taels 
signed under the original protocol. 

China undertakes in future-to-pay the 
amount due each year in twelve equad 
monthiy installments, credited every 
six months.

Sven Hedin Says Russia, Turned Back 
from the Pacific, Would Sieze 
Warm-water Ports of Norway.

LONDON, Aprti 18.—Sven Hedin, the 
explorer, in a long letter to the Times 
on the controversy between Sweden 
and Norway, contends that, in the

CHICAGO, April 18.—{Exclasive Dis- 
patch.) Thoroughly tired of street 
blockades and the violence attending 
strikes, Chicago employers have formed 
an organization, with plenty of capi- 
tal, to do ther own teaming. The big 
Wholesale and retail houses purpose to 
take care of their traffic through a 
central clearing-house, in which the 
Walking delegate, the union “leader,” 
the non-union man and all who desire 
to work Industriously and faithfully for 
fair wages, wilh have the opportunity.

Treasurer: Roberts Does Not 
See the Need of Bonds. 


Necessary Annual Expenses 
Not Yet Determined.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The public 
debt of the United States, that upon 
which interest each year amounts to 
nearly $25,000,000, is $895,157,520. If 
bonds for the construction of the Pan- 
ama Canal are issued, in a year or so, 
the total will go above ‘$1,§00,000,000, 
reaching a larger figure than at any 
time since away back in the eighties. 
There is opposition, however, to issuing 
bonds at this time, as the government 
still has considerable cash deposited in 
national banks. 

1 do not see any reason to issue 
bonds to provide money for the con- 
struction of the canal for many ye 
to come,” said Ellis H. Roberts, United 
States Treasurer, while talking on the 
general subject of the amount of the 
bonded debt of the United States and 
the annual payments of interest re- 
suliing therefrom. “We have $80,000,000 
deposited in national banks bearing no 
interest. It is obvious that there would 
be no good business reason to issue 
bol de bearing 2 per cent. interest when 
we could make use of the cash that be- 
longs to us. We do not need a working 
balance in the Treasury of over $50,000,- 
000. We have at this time approxi- 
mately $45,000,000, which may be in- 
creased by the end of the fiscal year to 
about $50,000,000. We could withdraw 
many millions of dollars from national 
bank depositaries, especially if reve- 
nues were running well along with ex- 
penditures. — 

The Canal Commission has not yet 
reached a point where it is able to es- 
timate the amount of money it will 
spend each year upon the waterway.

Wols also claims to have met a year 
or 60 ago one of the other mutineers in 
El Paso he told him where 
Hobbs was. Since then the man has 
been more or less shadowed. In de- 
tente, Hobbs says he was born in 
Texas, spent his childhood there, was 
never out of the State uritil he passed 
through New Mexico into Arizona, was 
never in New Mexico since except for 
two days, never saw Wols in hie life 
until after his arrest, since coming to 
Arizona was never out of the Territory | 
except a month from the middle of 
January to the middle of February in 
1902, when he was in California part of 
the time and in other counties of Ari- 
zona the rest of the time; that he never 
saw an ocean-going ship in hie life and 
that he was never in Illinois as alleged 
by the camplaint. 

He also accounts for every week of 
his activity during the summer of 1902

Though the triumph of last night at 
the opera was not all his, but equally 
Sembrich's, it is the wonderful mem- 
ory of his emotional singing that will 
live longest in recollection, and by his 
voice—most unfortunately—wilj all 
other aspiring tenors be judged. 

When we came away from Temple 


Auditorium late Jast night we had for- Th 


gotten for.the moment the crowd: the 
comparison of fashion was forgotten; 
the orchestra was forgotten—the other 
singers were forgotten—it was Caruso 
only who lived in immediate thought, 
his wonderful dramatic voice which 
rang in our ears, the pleading note of 
his impassioned recitative still echo- 
ing in the moonbehms outside 
drowned we were in the ravishing 
charm of an artistic Holy Night. 

Yet, Caruso did not enter into his 
own until the brief last act; through- 
out the opera—save in momentary for- 
getfulness in the sextette—he acted 
like a spoiled child, took his encores 
with a sour baby-pout, refused to re- 
lease the imprisoned shafts of pris- 
matic vocalism that lay in his throat, 
and let the entire honors of the early 
evening go to Mme. Sembrich. So much 
for childish naughtiness. 

In the final scene, in the Ravenswood 
Cemetery—without the sign of a grave 
stone, and which probably was de- 
signed as a setting for the ruined tower 
which is used earlier in the play—the 
world’s master tenor appeared to re- 
member that he had lost a reputation 
somewhere in the dusty wings of the 
old Hazard stage, and set immediately 
upon a hunt for it.

with which he first viewed it. 

SAN FRANCISCO “LIES DOWN.” 

The San Francisco officials of the 
Automobile Club of California, while 
objecting to the first ruling of Secre- 
tary Curry, made no effort to have him 
change his decision. They virtually 
threw up their hands and expr 
their intention of bearing the burden 
of a construction of the law that they 


unjust. 

As related in The Times of last Sun- 
day, members of the Southern Califor- 
nia club, in compliance of the new law 
as they understood it, forwarded to the 
Secretary of State a fee of $2 for each 
machine in their possession. For this 
each member expected to receive @ 
metal seal bearing the registered num- 
ber of his machine.

SOLDIERS’ HOME,‘ April 18. The 
death list here has climbed rapidly 
within the past few days.

HE CHINESE ON 
THE BORDER. 


CONTROL RETAIL BUSINESS IN 
THE TOWNS OF SONORA. 


Seek to Become Residents of the 
United States—How They Get Free 
Transportation When They Wish to 
Return to China. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE 
AGUA PRIETA (Sonora, Mex.) Apr 
15.—Scattered along the international 
boundary line, between Yuma and El 
Paso, the government of the Unitea 
States has deployed an armed and uni- 
formed force, maintained to resist a 
serious and ever-threatened invasion 
from the south. Northwestern Mexico 
now swarms with Chinese, every one 
of whom has come to America with 
the intention of passing, at some time, 
across the line into the land of plenty 
and of high wages. But, with the ex- 
clusion act rigorously enforced by the 
Americans, the Chinese are beginning 
to crowd the Mexicans from their own 
land. The Celestials are controlling 


| the retail businesses of the towns of 


Sonora. They are pushing back into 
the valleys, appropriating the best of 
the farming lands. They work on the 
talilroads and in the orchards. As was 
the case in the early days of Califor- 
nia, they will not go underground, but 
take naturally to placer mini They 
ure natives in t fac- 
tories, In ermosillo, Chinese shoe

population of 12,000, are 1100 Chinese, 
all at work, though none are employed 
ir the mines. They are industrious and 
frugal and are preferred as laborers 
to the happy-go-lucky natives. They 
have no feast days and Sunday is the 
same with them as any other day. 
With the development of the mining 
industry in Sonora has come an ex- 
traordinary demand for laborers and 
wages have advanced, in the case of 
miners, from a dollar a day, silver, to 
three dollars. Naturally, a large part 
of the natives have flocked to the 
mines. The places vacated have been 
filled by the immigrants from across 
the Pacific. ; 

They get into Mexico by way of the 
Pacific ports of Manzanillo and Salina 
Cruz, brought in thousands by a steam- 
ship line that plies direct between 
those ports and Hongkong. From the 
ports of entry, the Immigrants take 
chastwise steamers to Guay mas, 
whence they scatter into the interior 
or start, under smuggler guidance, for 
the international line. The situation is 
one that seems to be viewed by the 
controlling element of Mexico with 
the utmost indifference. Employers in 
Sonora welcome the influx of laborers 
and the sieamship company appears 
to maintain an influential ſobby in thé 
City fo Mexico, to protect its interests 
from adverse legislation. The influx ha« 
been notably great since the imposi- 
tion by the Canadian government of a 
head tax of $500 on each Chinese. So,

They have been 
hunted out of hayricks and lofts and 
from under cabin floors. For awhile, 
favorite route was to cross the 
line near Nogales, h for some 
Chinese vegetable gardens on the San 
Pedro River, near Fairbank.

There is allowed an 
appeal by the prisoner to the United 
States District Court, whence either 
party may appeal. 

In popular estimation the Chinese 
Exclusion Act is not one of unmixed 
benefit. It is frightfully expensive to 
enforce, as the government stands the 
cost from the time of the capture of 
the contraband Mongol to the time of 
his landing across the Pacific. When- 
ever a Chinaman in Senora wants to 
return to his native land, he simply 
@teps ‘across the border, to be arrested 
at once and thereafter to be sent home 
as a charge of Uncle Sam. Were it not 
for this deportation work, the office of 
United States Marshal for Arizona 
would be one almost without work. 

But, whatever be the ethics of the 
Chinese ‘question, the people of the 
United States may be assured that
